me as likewiſe to make mention of the five 
Chalders rent of additionall ſtipend , any year worth 5001. 
Scotch ,which the Miniſter of Cremertie hath now, more then 
his _ Incumbent in that Charge did enjoy. 

2. I will only ſpeak a word or two of my two other Churches, 
which when leperated in former times , and thoſe of late too , 
bad but 300 |. Scotch of allowance betwixt them both , which 
neverthcleſſe 
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nevertheleſſe was « great matrer then in proportion to the 
little ſtock whence < to be educed ; and therefore togither 
with other more relevant cauſes, were by a commiſlion to that 
effe& by the Parliament then ſitting in the year 1617, united 
into one, and ordained after the deceaſe of either of the two, 
* that then preached in them , ro have the cure of them , ſerved 
ſingly by the Survivor , and fo contecutively from one another, 
by one alone. 
/ 3+ Pur when the ſtipauGtionanie tide , immediately after the 
Deke of Hami/towns unluckie engagement , begun to overflow 
'” the Land , and that I thought with ſuthcient Bulwarks of 
argument to have ſtayed the inundation thereof , from the two 
forelaid half Churches I was violently driven , like a feather 
'- before a whirlewind, notwithſtanding all my defences, to the

4. Forthough I did put in theſe ſubſequent reaſons, againſt 
the diluniting, and adjeRitious proviſion of the aforeſaid two 
Churches. 

Firſt , that boch pariſhes cogither are but three miles long ,

ſeated in the middle (or near by) fo that the dwelling houſe of 

the remoteſt pariſhioner of either of the pariſhes , will not be 

above a mile and a half diſtant from chat church,and yet wich- 

in 40 miles of that place, and thatina plain country , there 

are of thoſe whoſe dwelling houſe in the pariſh , is ſixteen 
miles diſtant from the pariſh Kirk : 

5+ Secondly , that there are not thirty ſix ploughs labouring 
in both, and when acknowledged to be united , they hall be 
found the leaſt pariſh in che Country , both for rent , * people, 
and bounds. 

6. Thirdly chat theſe ewo have been but one pariſh ( by all 
appearance) from the beginning ; for Cxl/1cwddes is buile af- 
ter the faſhion of a Church , but chat ocher ( now called Kirk 
muckel ) is in its edifice ike bar to « Chappell, 

7. And foriooth , it was nothing elſe but « Chappel, which 
one of my y goon in the rime, that the Roaw/ + Religion 
was univerſally profefled in Sevrland, cauſed to be builr for 
his own eaſe of devotion.

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8. For having a ſummer dwelling adjacent thereto , 
within the precinct of the pariſh of Cromwercee , and three miles 
diſtant from the church thereof, he chuſed rather,then weekly 
to go {o far to hear maſs, and orher fuch liturgies, as, onthe 
Sundays, and many feſtivall days, are amongſt the Cathag 
lick Komen: till this hour in uſe, to be at the charge of that 
petty Fabrick , and the maintenance cf a Chaplain , whereby, 
with the lefle labour to exerciſe his devotion at his own 
doores. 6 

9. and inteſtimony thereof , my father , not thinkinMie 
ſhould have been at any time deſtined for a pariſh Church , 
but a place only for preaching , with the more eaſe to the au- 
ditorie cauſed make it as much longer as it was beiore , which 
evidentlyſheweth, it being the eſt church as yet in all 
the country that it could not at firſt have been but a Chapel. 

19. Nor is it to bethought ſtrange , why my Anceſtors of 
late have been pleaſed to expend io much on !tructures,to a re» 
ligious end ; fecing as my father , who was the firſt proteſtane 
that ever was of our houie beſtowed the charge of the addicio- 
nal length of the ha if of the whole of that chappel, which now 
they call a Kirk, and as ſome of my tors, beſtowed all 
thoſe lands in the parochin of Roſe Aarkaic which now are in 
the Poſſeſſion of Robert Leflic of Fiwafe upon the Biſhop 
Dean and Chapter of Kos,and that others of them were at the 
colt of building the churches of Creavertie and Cullen /d4rn,and 
many other monuments , betokening their zeal to the Kone /b 
faith then profeſſed : ſo amongſt their forefathers , were there 
ſeverals of our familie , who before the days of Chri# , inthe 
ſame foreſaid pariſhes, founded many Temples , delubres , 
and fanes, for ſacrificing in the groves, and bigh places to 
ſupter, Inno, Mari, Pallas, Merewie, F enus and Diane, the 
reliques whereof are as yet in myLand obvious to the eye of a- 
ny curious antiquarie , and fo much extant till chis day as by 
the circularie oval, Triangulary, or ſquare figure, together 
with the various manner in ſicuation of the ſtones, will to an 
__ Mythelog ff, and well veried in rites of old, make 
it eaſily diſcernible , to which of the Heatheniſh deities the 
reſpective dedication was made.

antiquity, is much : yet is it more to have them in a io 
remote the territories of the Theonemerberr , and - 
tors of the divinity of the Ancient Poets ; but moſt ſtrange of 
allitis , that in my Lands ſhould be found of thoſe , who 
( though they can acither read nor write ) will nevertheleſſe

enemy , or by inteſtin broyles, and commotions within ic ſelf, 
or by both rogicher : ſo dangerous a thing it is, willfully co 
hudwink the mind, & blind-man-buP't , in the propatularie 
view of a meridian fun, as if we were quoquoverſedly mufled ,

28. It is a bad acquiral we give the ancients of great Licers- 
ture, for their pains taking ro civilize our manners, and inſtru 
our minds in all the choice, and moſt reſearched myſteries of 
Learning, and true Philoſophie, by the lovely, tweet, and curi- 
ous allurements of poeticall devifes , to twit them with the 
name of Devils, fiends, and infernal ſpirits. 

29+ Whether ic be ſo or no, I appeal to all the judicious 
Mythologiſts of this age , whereo! ſome being moſt emi- 
nent in their knowledge of T heologie and of choiſe literature 
in other commendable faculties , have in their learned Wri- 
tings made moſt evidently a , What ſacred rayes of true 
divinity, lie hid in thoſe excellent fables of old.
